Its leaves, cox cled xx itll ten- I 
(acies, close in upon ii My the moment 
it touches I hem and slowly strangle It. j 
Thin bas long beet! familiar to the 
naturalists.

to lay hold and destroy, thus demon- 
stinting the |NMHfMklo of some sort of J 
reuse or instinct with which plants are 
not usually Hi»pi»o*4*<l to be eudoxved.
